ly in burcin ~ brick with fuel oil instead 
of wood or coal, and the results are s^iid 
jo b-? eexmomical. Fuel oil is a product 
left from the process of refining pe- 
troleum, and it lias already found a 
use for *tcam making ar.d in furrjces- 
The esperiment of using it for brick 
burning was tried in a New York state 
brick vard. The oil was fed to burners 
ur.der the arches of brirk from a pijie 
which ran all around the brick stack. 
and it was fed into the burners by the 
vise of a forced draught, which also en- 
abled the operator* to drive the heat 
wherever it was reeded. The supply 
of oil w^s regulated by valves. 


It is asserted lhat the e-ost of burn- 


ing the Miek cf bricks was greatly re- 
eluced by the use of the new fuel. The 
tame stark would have required the 
attendance of 12 men during every CJ 
hours, while with the fuel oil only two 
men were reeded, the tiln was com- 
pletely burned in t"x elav * instead of the 
tuna! seven or eight days, and Ihe fuel 
tost but IS cents for each JX>OObrirts. 
v.here. at five dol:an a cord for the 
wex»l. that fuel would have cost SO 
<ects a thousand, and coal TO cent*. 
The entire control which the men had 
over ll.e flame of ihe new fiu-I also en 
shied them to bum the stack more 
evenly than is visually done.—N. Y. Sun.
